The
Sac and Fox Nation has ap-
plied for the American Recov-
ery and Reinvestment Act of
2009 (ARRA) or stimulus funds.
Listed are the funding amounts
for specific projects for five (5)

programs that applied for ARRA
funds: Indian Health Service
(IHS) — Black Hawk Health
Center -$50,665 — medical
suite equipment. Department
of Health and Human Services
(DHHS) — Administration on Ag-
ing - $16,610 — all funds are
budgeted for food for the El-
der’s Program. Department of
the Interior (DOI) — (a) Indian
Reservation Roads Program -
$1,550,393 — Federal Econom-
ic Recovery funds — (b) $9,538
— Population Adjustment funds.
The DOI funds will be used for
direct service funds adminis-
tered by the BIA Regional of-
fice, Bureau of Indian Affairs.
United States Department of
Agriculture (USDA) — $20,000 -
funds to be used for freezers for
Stroud store.

We are waiting on informa-
tion for funding for the Juve-
nile Detention Center to hire
a person to buy supplies and
equipment needed at the facil-
ity. All of these funds are highly
restricted and cannot be used
for anything but what they are
intended for. Without the Juve-
nile Detention Center funding,
the total amount of ARRA funds
for the Sac and Fox Nation =
$1,647,206.00
I will finish the third part of the
Annual Funding Agreement
(AFA) procedure in next month’s
tribal newspaper due to the
length of this month’s report.
The Sac and Fox Nation will be
entering our annual AFA Fund-
ing Negotiations on August 12,
2009 at the Capitol grounds.

Please continue to pray for
our Nation daily because those
prayers are being answered
now. Prayer is more powerful
than any individual group of the
Nation can be, so, as we con-
tinue to unite as One Nation
under God, the blessings will
continue! May God bless you
and your families! Aho!

Tribal School Clothing Grant/School
Supply Grant Information Sheet

The Sac and Fox Nation finds it is important to the social welfare and the Tribal Community for its
members to receive adequate and appropriate education. Every school aged child has a need for adequate
and appropriate attire and educational supplies to attend school for the benefit of themselves and the
community at large. Therefore, in order to fulfill the educational needs and health and welfare needs of Sac
and Fox school aged children the Nation has established the Tribal School Clothing Grant and Tribal
School Supply Grant.

The Tribal School Clothing Grant and Tribal School Supply Grant will provide an allowance in the form of
a “Gift Card” to enrolled Sac and Fox Nation students, for the amount of One Hundred Fifty Dollars
($150.00) for clothing and Fifty Dollars for school supplies for the Academic School Year 2009-2010 until
all funds are expended. Tribal students who are attending school or home schooled, Kindergarten-12"
grade are eligible to submit an application for the Tribal School Clothing/School Supply Grant. An

applicant may apply only once during the 2009-2010 school year and all funding is based on a “first-come
first served” basis.

The Tribal School Clothing Grant Application must be completely filled out by the applicant before taken
to the School to obtain the signature from an authorized school official (Authorized school official means;
Superintendent, Principal, or School Secretary, please be sure and include official title of signatory).
An official school stamp or seal must show on original signed application.

Remember application forms must be completely filled out or will
be returned to sender “NO EXCEPTIONS”.

Applications containing all required documentation (attached) will be processed in a
timely manner. After the application is processed a “Letter of authorization” will be
mailed to the parent or legal guardian of the eligible student applicant. This “Letter
of Authorization” will be used for the actual purchases.

How Does CHS WORK

Requests for CHS are reviewed weekly and ranked accord-
ing to relative medical priority. Requests are approved for
CHS payment to the extent of available resources for the
review period. Referrals may be approved for payment,
or deferred due to limitation of resources. The CHS office
shall make appointments for approved referrals.

Referrals are written by HIS providers for services deter-
mined medically necessary. However, a referral does not
constitute authorization for payment. Patients must meet
eligibility, notification, and pre-authorization, and alter-
nate resource requirements of the HIS-CHS program.

Eligibility

To be eligible for CHS funding, you must meet all of the
6 requirements listed below.

You must be a member of, or descendent of a federally
recognized Indian tribe and provide appropriate docu-
mentation such as a Certificate of Indian Blood (CDIB) or
birth certificate reflecting descendency from an otherwise
enrolled tribal member. A non-Indian pregnant woman
with an eligible Indian’s child is eligible for direct and
CHS care during pregnancy and for 6 weeks through post
partum for OB related care.

You must reside on a permanent basis within the Okla-
homa Area CHS Service Delivery Area that includes the
state of Oklahoma and the following counties in Kansas:
Brown, Jackson, Doniphan; and Richardson County in
Nebraska. Exceptions include all Kansas Kickapoo and
Prairie Band Pottawatomie residing within the Kansa

A) Full-time boarding school, college, voca-
tional, or other academic students who are living
away from the Service Delivery Area Specifically
for the purpose of education.

B) A person who is temporarily away from
the Service Delivery Area due to travel, employ-
ment, etc.

©) Non-Indian adopted, stepchildren, and fos-
ter children of an otherwise eligible Indian parent.
Indian children placed in foster care away from
the Service Delivery Area by order of a court of
competent jurisdiction and who were eligible for
CHS at the time of the court order shall continue
to be eligible

Referrals

Payment for medical care outside an HIS facility
can only be authorized by a CHS official if funds
are available. All referrals are date specific and any
further treatment shall require prior authorization
for payment by CHS. Failure to cancel appoint-
ments and to access care authorized/appointed by
the CHS Program shall be determined failure to
exhaust an otherwise available alternate resource.
This may result in denial of CHS payment for any
not appointed by CHS. The treating CHS refer-
ral provider may notify the referring HIS provider
by telephone of any urgent care requirements and
Fax/Email/Mail consultation/finding results to the
referring provider. Patients are to contact their re-
ferring HIS provider regarding any need for fol-
low up care.

Appointments

It is important that all referral appointments are
kept. Patients are asked to cancel any appoint-
ments at least 3 days prior to the scheduled ap-
pointment date by a telephone call to the provider.
Any changes to the appointment must be made by
the CHS staff in order to ensure CHS authorization
for payment. The patient may, however, elect to
reschedule such services with no involvement of
CHS and assume financial responsibility for pay-
ment of those services. Patients are also required
to notify CHS of the need to cancel appointment
dates/times in which the appointment may be re-
scheduled. Patients are to take alternate resources
identification with them to their appointment to
ensure providers have accurate and appropriate
billing information.

Alternate Resources

CHS is the payor of last resort. You must apply for
funding with all available resources to you, such
as private health insurance, Medicare, Medicaid,
Workers Compensation, Vocational Rehabilita-
tion, Auto insurance, and other personal injury or
liability insurance.

Emergency Services

You must contact CHS within 72 hours of receiv-
ing emergency care at a non-Indian Health Service
facility. For an elderly or disabled person receiving
emergency care, this may be extended to 30 days.
If a patient is unable to contact CHS, a person act-
ing on their behalf must contact CHS within the
same time limits. All Non-emergency care must
be pre-authorized by CHS before receiving medi-
cal treatment.

The Nation is required to file an information return with the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) to report income (per
capita) paid to you. We must obtain your correct taxpayer indentification number (TIN). For individuals this is your
Social Security Number (SSN).

Specific Instructions for “Name” on W-9: You must generally enter the name shown on your income tax return.
However, if you have changed your last name, for instance, due to marriage without informing the Social Security
Administration of the name change, enter your first name, the last name shown on your social card, and your
new last name. (Source: IRS’s Instructions for Form
W-9)

Please provide copies of legal documentation to support any name change in the last 12 months (marriage
licenses/ divorce papers). Please write your Roll # in the upper hand corner of the form.

* Minor Authorization Form - Please complete the Minor Authorization Form and have it notarized. Please
include parent/guardian Roll #, if applicable.

TAX LIABILITY

Under the Indian Gaming Regulatory Act (IGRA), net revenues from Class Il or Class Il gaming activities
conducted or licensed by an Indian tribe may be used to make per capita payments to members of the tribe
only if four conditions are met. Condition 4 states: The per capita payments are subject to federal taxation
and the tribe must notify members of such tax liability when payments are made. The Social Security number
of all payees should be secured prior to making payments. Otherwise, the tribe is potentially liable for backup
withholding provisions pursuant to IRC section 3406. (Source: Internal Revenue Service’s (IRS) Gaming Tax
Law and Bank Secrecy Act Issues for Indian Tribal Governments)

Per Capita payments are subject to federal taxation and require the Sac and Fox Nation to prepare IRS Form
1099-MISC, Statement for Recipients of Miscellaneous Income when payment is made to the tribal member.
(Source: National Indian Gaming Commission’s Frequently Asked Questions)

Other Income, i.e. Per Capita Payment, may make a difference on your tax reporting; it could affect any State
and/or Federal Benefits you may receive or programs in which you participate. The Sac and Fox Nation
encourages you to check with your tax accountant and/or benefit specialist.
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
